In his message vetoing the bill for a license 
fee on dogs Governor La Follette criticises 
the Legislature for refusing to follow the rec- 
ommendations of the Tax commission, which | 
would make quasi-public corporations bear 
their share of taxation. : 


The message says in part: 

“ The bill proposes to exact a license fee of 
from $1 to $3 from every owner or keeper of a 
dog. Residents of cities and. villages can 
escape payment of such a tax by ceasing to 
own or Keep dogs.. Upon the farm, however, 
the. watch dog and shepherd are as much a 
necessity as the other domestic animals 
which they protect and guard, and the license 
fee would amount to an increase in taxation. 
The fee or tax propdsed may not be esteemed 
by the Legislature a serious burden in itself, ' 
but it would add to burdens borne by a great 
majority of the people which are already out 
of all proportion to those *borne by others 
whose influence would seem to be more pot 
in shaping legislation. 

“T am aware that members of the Legis- 
lature are desirous of an adjournment of this 
session at the earliest possible day, but Iam 
certain that the people of this State are more 
anxious for an approximately equitable dis- 
tributfon of the tax burden, even if the ses- 
sion should be protracted thereby. For the 
reasons herein stated, I am unwilling to give 
to the people of this State, in lieu of the legis- 
lation to equalize taxation which has been 
promised to them and which they have a 
right to expect from representative govern~- 
ment, a scheme which, in a general Way, may

signed because of the recent faculty action 
in regard to Professor Ross. In his letter 
of resignation to President Jordan Lovejoy 
says that from careful examination of the 
documentary evidence in the Ross case he is 
“forced to the conclusion that the dismissal 
of Professor Ross for the reasons assigned, 
after the President had declared he was a 
fit person to retain, involves an abridgment 
of the liberties which any university’ pro- 
fessor should demand. 

In his letter of resignation Professor Love- 
joy says: 

“Unless the members of our profession 
show themselves somewhat punctillous in 
the maintenance of these liberties—especially 
in privately endowed institutions—I @o not 
see how either the dignity of the teachers’ 
position or the leadership and social useful- 
ness of universities in our democratic society

The: broad stone window 
ledges of many Chicago office buildings offer splendid advantages for certain kinds 
of floriculture, certain kinds of plants and creepers. " :

The paniculata Is of Japan- 
ese, the Virginiana of native origin. The moonseed—not moon flower—vine is another 
good vine for down-town window boxes. It is similar to but far better than the well- 
known Dutchman's Pipe. The trumpet vine is always good and satisfactory, the 
Menispernum canadensis will supply a wealth of yellow blossoms, the Tecoma'radicans 
will help out the trumpet yine’s color schem e with its vivid red blossoms. The Lonicere 
sempervirens is also a good and faithful scarlet bloomer. The Ampelopsis veitchil, or 
Vitis inconstans, will brighten autumn days with its crimson berries. ‘Celastrus 
articulatis and Celastrus scandens will supply berries of bright red and orange color 
respectively.

Captain Phillips is still confident that Kan- 
eas will beat its wheat crop record, in spite 
(of the malign influence of flies, bugs, and 
other crop destroyers. Writing to a friend 
on the board from Sedgwick, he says that he 
has looked over a great many fleids in Kan- 
eas and Missouri and talked with others who 
have made personal investigations, and that 
the outlook Is for the biggest crops ever 
raised. ‘There were insects in some of the 
fields, but they had done no damage, he said, 
and the only danger now is from drought.

The most 
plausible explanation is that the four letters 
of the word consist of the init of the 
Latin words, “‘ Fortitudo Ejus Rhodum 
Tenuit,” bearing reference to the exploits of 
Duke Amadeus, the fifth of Savoy, in the 
Island of Rhodes, The order was founded 
in the year 13860 by Duke ape ning VI. of 
Savoy. costume of the order consists

I see by the bye that the English newspa- 
pers, among others the Pall Mall Gazette, 
assert that the order of the Bath was first 
founded by King George I. in 1725. They are 
obviously in ignorance of the fact that it was 
originally founded by King Edward I., and 
that Froissart, in his famous “ Chronicles,” 
describes how King Henry IV., on the obvca- 
sion of his coronation in October, 1390, cre- 
ated a number of knights of the order of 


‘The manner of their creation as related 
by Froissart serves to explain their some- 
what singular designations which has been 
for generations the subject of so much hu- 
mor. It seems that the ceremonial included 


the barber. He was then, according to Frois- 
sart, remoyed from the water with the 
words, *‘ May this be an honorable bath to 
you,” and placed “wet and naked” in a 
plain bed without curtains to dry. As soon 
as he was quite dry he was removed by his 
esquires from the bed and dressed in a russet 
robe, and afterwards in richer apparel with
